Tampa, Fla. 

Rocked in South Carolina over the 
weekend, an increasingly aggressive 
Mitt Romney looked to take the fight 
to Newt Gingrich in a debate Mon- 
day night as the combative Republi- 
can presidential contest shifted far- 
ther south to Florida. 

The fireworks began before they 
walked onto the debate stage. 

Romney released his first neg- 
ative ad of the campaign that said 
Gingrich “cashed in” with home- 
loan giant Freddie Mac while Flo- 
ridians were being crushed in the 
housing crisis and accused the for- 
mer House speaker of engaging in 
“potentially wrongful activity” in 
his consulting work. 

Gingrich launched a pre-emp- 
tive defense, saying earlier Monday 
in an appearance on ABC’s “Good 
Morning America” that he never 
lobbied for Freddie Mac.

Supreme Court: 
Warrant Needed 
For GPS Tracking 

Washington 

In a rare defeat for law enforcement, 
the Supreme Court unanimous- 
ly agreed on Monday to bar police 
from installing GPS technology to 
track suspects without first getting a 
judge’s approval. The justices made 
clear it wouldn’t be their final word 
on increasingly advanced high-tech 
surveillance of Americans. 

Indicating they will be monitor- 
ing the growing use of such tech- 
nology, five justices said they could 
see constitutional and privacy prob- 
lems with police using many kinds 
of electronic surveillance for long- 
term tracking of citizens’ move- 
ments without warrants. 

It’s not clear how much difficulty 
agencies would have with warrant 
requirements; they are rarely denied 
warrants they request, (ap) 


For Giffords’ Seat, a Political Free-for-All 


Phoenix 

U.S. Rep. Gabrielle Giffords’ deci- 
sion to resign from Congress sets 
up a political free-for-all in her 
competitive southeastern Arizo- 
na district, with voters set to pick 
a temporary replacement and then 
a full-term representative in rapid 
succession. 

As Giffords, critically injured 
in a mass shooting last year, steps 
out of the public eye this week to 
focus on rehabilitation and recovery 
efforts, her departure thrusts Tuc- 
son into the national spotlight. 

Holding onto Giffords’ seat has 
sentimental as well as symbolic 
value for Democrats as the elections 
will come as the presidential race 
intensifies — in a red state that the 
Obama campaign is targeting. 

Under a timetable set in Arizo- 
na law. Republican Gov. Jan Brewer 
will schedule the special elections 
— both a primary and a general —

Last Act as Congresswoman 

On a bittersweet day, Rep. Gabrielle Giffords spent her final hours in Tucson 
as the city’s U.S. representative, finishing the meeting she started on the morn- 
ing she was shot and spending time Monday at her office with other survivors of 
the shooting rampage that killed six people and injured 13. As her last act as a 
congresswoman, she visited her favorite charity, the Community Food Bank of 
Southern Arizona. The food bank established the Gabrielle Giffords Family As- 
sistance Center with $215,000 it received in the wake of the shooting, (ap) 


once Giffords leaves office and a 
vacancy is declared. 

The primary is expected to be 
held in April and the general in 
June. But only months later, there 
will be the regular primary election 
in August to pick nominees for the 
Nov. 6 election for the full two-year 
term that starts next January. 

“We have no idea how this is 
going to go,” said state Rep. Steve 
Farley, a Democrat who said he 
had his sights on running for a 
state Senate seat but now is leav- 
ing open the possibility of a con- 
gressional race. 

In another twist, the district 
itself changes between the two 
elections, shedding some outly- 
ing areas of Tucson and including 
more of the central city. 

Republicans now control five of 
Arizona’s eight current U.S. House 
seats. The state is getting a ninth 
seat thanks to post-census reappor- 
tionment.

Knowing this community’s histo- 
ry of tornadoes, Jhan Powers gets 
nervous anytime violent weath- 
er rolls in. While her house was 
spared this time, a tornado demol- 
ished nearby mobile homes — all of 
which were just a short drive from 
a path of destruction cut just last 
year by a deadly twister. 

At least two tornadoes roared 
across the heart of Alabama on Mon- 
day, killing two people and injur- 
ing more than 100 others during 
the middle of the night. More than 
200 homes were destroyed, the Red 
Cross said, and just as many hous- 
es were heavily damaged. 

The storm awoke families, and 
many huddled together as winds 
howled outside. After the storms 
passed, rescue teams had to go 
door-to-door in some places, call- 
ing out to residents. 

State Climatologist John Chris- 
ty said there seems to be a gener- 
al path from central Mississip- 
pi going into north Alabama that 


gets attention for its large number 
of tornadoes. One theory has to do 
with the distance from the Gulf of 
Mexico. The area sits between the 
warm, moist air from the Gulf and 
cold air from the north. 

The storm system stretched 
from the Great Lakes to the Gulf 
of Mexico, producing hail, strong 


winds and rain. 

Amber Butler and her family 
hid in her sister’s brick home as the 
storm approached about 3:30 a.m. 
Butler’s own home was destroyed. 
“God bless our friends and neigh- 
bors who have come to help. We’ve 
lost everything we had,” she said.

With session’s start, 
1st legitimate vote in 
60 years sees fruition 

Cairo 

It was a raucous beginning Mon- 
day for Egypt’s first democratically 
elected parliament in 60 years. 

Islamist lawmakers added reli- 
gious references to the oath of 
office. Liberal lawmakers added a 
pledge to protect the “revolution” 
that ousted Hosni Mubarak. Some 
wore scarves with words protesting 
military trials for civilians. Shout- 
ing matches erupted. Hundreds 
massed outside, calling on the rul- 
ing generals to step down. 

And millions of Egyptians 
watched it all unfold live on TV. 

The opening session of parlia- 
ment offered a stark contrast to past 
decades, when Egyptians knew that 
lawmakers came to office through 
deeply fraudulent elections and 
paid little or no heed them. 

All that came to an end when 
the new legislature was elected in 
balloting staggered over six weeks 
beginning Nov. 28. Islamists led 
by the Muslim Brotherhood won 


about 70 percent of the parlia- 
ment’s 508 seats. 

The Brotherhood was legalized 
only after the uprising that began 
a year ago Wednesday and toppled 
Mubarak, Egypt’s authoritarian 
ruler for nearly 30 years. 


The chamber’s priority will be to 
elect a 100-member panel to draft 
a new constitution, which will have 
to be put to a vote in a referendum. 
The next major step in the tran- 
sition will be a presidential elec- 
tion, scheduled to be held before 


Meanwhile ... 

The lawyer defending Egypt's 
former interior minister from charg- 
es that he ordered the killing of pro- 
testers during last year’s uprising 
on Monday blamed “thugs and for- 
eign elements" for shooting people.

EU Oil Ban Stirs Iranian Threats 


Tehran, Iran 

Senior Iranian lawmakers stepped 
up threats Monday to block the Per- 
sian Gulfs oil tanker traffic after 
the latest blow by Western leaders 
seeking to rein in Tehran’s nuclear 
program: a punishing oil embargo 
by the European Union that sharp- 
ly raises the economic stakes for 
Iran’s defiance. 

The EU decision opened a new 
front against Iran’s leaders. Pres- 
sure is bearing down from many 
directions, including the U.S. lob- 
bying Asian powers to shun Iranian 
crude, a nose-diving national cur- 
rency and a recent slaying in what 
Iran calls a clandestine campaign 
against its nuclear program. 


Intensifying Efforts 

The EU adopted tough measures 
against Iran on Monday, with an im- 
mediate embargo on new oil con- 
tracts and a freeze of the country’s 
Central Bank assets. The U.S. also 
added sanctions on Bank Tejerat, 
Iran’s third-largest bank, after 
moves targeting Iran’s finances and 
its ability to sell petroleum, (ap) 


In response, Tehran has turned 
to one of its most powerful cards: 
the Strait of Hormuz, the route for 
a fifth of the world’s oil. Iran has 
rattled markets with warnings it 
could block the waterway, which 
could spark a Gulf conflict. 


Mohammad Ismail Kowsari 
said Monday that the strait “would 
definitely be closed if the sale of Ira- 
nian oil is violated in any way.” 

Another senior lawmaker, Hesh- 
matollah Falahatpisheh, said that 
the closure was increasingly prob- 
able, according to the semiofficial 
Mehr news agency. 

The lawmakers’ comments echo 
similar statements made this month 
by military commanders. 

At the same time, Iran has tried 
to ease tensions by offering to 
reopen nuclear talks with the U.S. 
and other world powers. 

But there are no signals that the 
sanctions will force concessions 
on the core dispute: Iran’s ability 
to enrich uranium, (ap)

Ads in Metro Don’t Bring in Much Money 


Q l just read the article about 
the most recent set of Met- 
ro fare increases. I understand 
the system needs the money, 
but what about other ways to 
raise it? I traveled abroad this 
summer and noticed in one 
country, their train cars were 
plastered with advertisements. 
Surely, this could raise some 
money. Has this ever even been 
considered? 

Metro doesn’t sell ads directly, but 
contracts with an ad-selling compa- 
ny. The contract isn’t very big, the 
transit authority says, because not 
that many companies are interest- 


ed in advertising on Metro trains 
and buses. Transit staffers associ- 
ate that with the weakness of the 
consumer economy. (That’s why it 
seems like most of the ads we have 
are for lobbyists targeting feder- 
al officials.) 

The ad contract doesn’t contrib- 
ute much to total revenue. 

Q Does no one from 0PM 
coordinate with Metro? 

I tried in vain to take Metro to 
work Monday. 0PM announced 
very early Sunday evening that 
the government would open at 
11 a.m. Monday. In a sane world. 


Metro would know that and 
adjust its personnel accordingly. 
Instead, around 10 a.m. when I 
entered Ballston station, trains 
were running 10 to 12 minutes 
apart. Each train that came into 
the station was already quite 
full. The packed platform at 
Ballston could not empty into 
the trains. This is pathetic and 
ridiculous. Why did Metro not 
add trains to the late-morning 
rush hour? 

They do coordinate. I’ve talked to 
both 0PM and Metro about this. 
Metro did send out a notice say- 
ing it would expand rush-hour ser- 
vice, and linked that to the 0PM 
announcement about the delayed 


opening of federal offices. 

Of course, that doesn’t explain 
why trains would be 10 to 12 min- 
utes apart at Ballston at 10 a.m. I do 
know this: Orange Line riders often 
complain about big gaps between 
inbound trains on the west side of the 
line as the rush hour advances. The 
trains get thrown off schedule as they 
pass through downtown, unloading 
and loading big crowds. That makes 
for big gaps between the trains by 
the time they get out to Vienna or 
Falls Church and turn back. 

Q D.C. has some of the 
worst bus bunching of 
any city that I have ever en- 
countered. Anyone who takes 


the 16th Street bus lines will 
be aware of this phenom- 
enon — six buses come all 
at once, and then no buses 
come for 20 or more minutes. 
This makes it very difficult to 
rely on the bus for commut- 
ing. Do you know whether 
WMATA has ever examined 
this phenomenon or tried to 
address it? 

Yes, unfortunately, Metro did 
examine bus bunching on the 
I6th Street Line, and the ser- 
vice you see now is the result of 
actions taken in part to correct 
that problem. 

For example, Metro launched 
the S9 limited-stop service during 
peak periods, and made changes in 
some of the other S routes to make 
service more regular.

Republican delegate Bob Marshall of Prince Wil- 
liam County has introduced legislation to allow the 
manufacture and sale of incandescent light bulbs within 
Virginia’s borders after new federal energy standards take 
effect. The standards would essentially take the bulbs off 
the market. The bill is one of a handful seeking to blunt what 
conservative lawmakers consider federal intrusion into 
state prerogatives.

Long-shot proposal 
considers selling the 
drug in ABC stores 

Richmond, Va. 

A Virginia lawmaker wants to study 
the possibility of selling marijua- 
na through state-run liquor stores, 
but even the resolution’s sponsor 
thinks the provocative idea will 
likely go up in smoke. 

The proposal by Democratic 
Del. David Englin of Alexandria to 
look at the potential revenue impact 
of selling marijuana at the more- 
than 330 ABC stores in Virginia 
joins a growing list of recommen- 
dations across the country to reform 
laws regarding the most commonly 
used illegal drug in the U.S. 


Englin, who also has filed a 
resolution asking the governor to 
petition the U.S. Drug Enforce- 
ment Agency to move marijuana 
from a Schedule I drug to Sched- 
ule II, cites other states with med- 
ical marijuana laws and societal 
changes. He said he’s aiming to 
bring in more money for the state 
amid moves to cut funding for core 


services across Virginia. 

“There are respectable members 
of society out there, secretly smok- 
ing marijuana on the side, and the 
money that they use to buy that is 
going to criminals,” said Englin, 
who said he has not smoked and 
does not use marijuana. “Seems to 
me that it’d be a better idea to take 
that money that’s already being 


spent and use it to benefit the com- 
monwealth.” 

Under the resolution, eight 
members of the General Assembly 
would be selected to head a study 
on the feasibility and practicality of 
legalizing the use and sale of mar- 
ijuana under certain conditions, 
and regulating that sale through 
the Virginia Department of Alco- 
holic Beverage Control. Findings 
would be due by the first day of the 
2013 legislative session. 

While most of the feedback has 
been positive, Englin doesn’t expect 
that the proposals, which have been 
referred to the House Rules Com- 
mittee, to survive. 

“Anything like this faces a steep 
uphill climb, but my purpose is to 
get the conversation going,” Englin

Metro Workers Accused 
In Theft Eye a Plea Deal 


Washington 

The two Metro employees accused 
of stealing thousands of dollars in 
coins paid by passengers to ride 
trains are negotiating a possible plea 
deal, according to court papers. 

Federal authorities arrested 
Horace Dexter McDade, a reve- 
nue technician, and John Vincent 
Haile, a Metro Transit Police officer, 
Wednesday night and charged them 
with conspiring to commit theft. 

McDade’s job was to collect bills 
and coins from fare machines and 
truck the cash to a collection facil- 
ity in Alexandria while Haile stood 
guard. But authorities say the two 
stashed bags of money for their own 
use and have been conspiring since 
at least 2010, according to an affida- 
vit filed in U.S. District Court. 


It is unclear how much money 
may have been stolen. Prosecutors 
say that Haile’s bank records show 
unexplained cash deposits of more 
than $150,000 since 2008 and that 
the probe is ongoing. 

On Monday, the two men waived 
a preliminary hearing before Mag- 
istrate Judge John F. Anderson in 
the U.S. District Court. 

Both defendants filed motions 
asking for an extended time peri- 
od for an indictment. Court papers 
said the two are “exploring a pre- 
indictment plea.” Robert Whites- 
tone, a defense lawyer for McDade, 
said Monday “some negotiation is 
involved in every single criminal 
case that I’ve ever been in,” he said. 
“That doesn’t mean it will be suc- 
cessfiil, but hopefiilly it wiU be.” d a n a

Union address has become more than 
that, especially during that one win- 
dow when the address falls during the 
re-election year of an incumbent. It is 
televised theater — and Obama’s big- 
gest, best chance so far to offer a vision 
for a second term. 

He will frame the campaign to come 
as a fight for fairness for those who are 
struggling to keep a job, a home or col- 
lege savings and losing faith in how the 
county works. 

The speech will be principally about 
the economy, featuring the themes of 
manufacturing, clean energy, educa- 
tion and American values. 

No matter who Obama faces in 
November, the election is likely to be 
driven by the economy and determined 
by which candidate wins voters’ trust 
on how to fix it. More people than not 
disapprove of Obama’s handling of 
the economy. 


The overarching political goal is 
to contrast his vision of a government 
that tries to level the playing field and 
the Republican office-seekers who, in 
Obama’s view, would leave people on 
their own. He has offered signals about 
his speech, telling supporters he wants 
an economy “that works for everyone, 
not just a wealthy few.” 

Newt Gingrich, on the other hand, 
calls Obama “the most effective food 
stamp president in history.” Mitt Rom- 
ney says Obama “wants to turn Amer- 
ica into a European-style entitlement 
society.” 

The public is more concerned about 
domestic troubles over foreign policy 
than at other any time in the past 15 
years, a Pew Research Center survey 
found. About 81 percent want Obama to 
focus his speech on domestic affairs, not 
foreign ones. Five years ago, the view

Paterno Memorials 
Set for Penn State 


Campus will host 
events months after 
late coach was fired 

College Football 

Joe Paterno’s family said Monday 
the legendary football coach will 
get a two-day viewing and a pub- 
lic memorial this week on the Penn 
State campus, two months after the 
university summarily fired him 
over the phone. 

The family gave no details on 
who might be invited or asked to 
speak at the memorial Thursday 
at the basketball arena, which can 
hold 16,000 people. Penn State 
spokeswoman Lisa Powers said the 
specifics were still being worked 
out with the Paternos. 

But many alumni and students 
say Paterno was treated shabbily by 
the board of trustees in November, 
and trustees and other members of 
the administration might not be 
made to feel welcome at the memo- 
rial for the 85-year-old coach, who 
died Sunday of lung cancer.

Michael Day, a 1973 Penn State 
graduate from Hagerstown, Md., 
whose father taught there and whose 
four children all have Penn State 
degrees, said the trustees were wrong 
to fire Paterno, and he believes they 
will ultimately be replaced. He said 
he hopes they don’t attend. 

“I think the Penn State com- 
munity is separate from the Penn 
State board of trustees,” he said. 
“The board of trustees has sep- 
arated itself from the Penn State 
community, and the Penn State 
community loves Joe Paterno and 
always will. So it’s appropriate for 
the Penn State community to honor 
Joe Paterno in this service.” (ap)

A New Definition of Y

The YWCA endeavors 
to stick to its mission 
by extending exercise 
to aLL Washingtonians 

Too many folks have the wrong 
idea about the YWCA — and not 
just because they figure it’s the 
same thing as the YMCA. (Note the 
“W,” which stands for “women’s.”) 
“People think we’re a health and fit- 
ness club. That’s not it at all,” says 
Tamara Smith, CEO of the YWCA 
National Capi- 
tal Area, which 
relocated to the 
U Street corridor 
last month from its 
Chinatown home 
of 30 years. 

Since the local 
chapter was found- 
ed in 1905, it’s 
been at the fore- 
front of social 
change in Wash- 
ington. In 1907, it sponsored the 
city’s first adult education class. In 
1916, it opened the city’s first swim- 
ming pool for women. In 1944, the 
YWCA became the city’s first non- 
segregated food service. 

But recently, despite running 
a variety of programs designed to 
help people earn their GEDs, fight 
domestic violence and promote social 
justice, what they’ve been chiefly 
known for is the Gallery Place Fit- 
ness & Aquatics Center, which shut- 
tered in 2008. Part of the problem 
was money, but to Shae Agee, the 
YWCA’s director of health and well- 
ness programs, the bigger issue was 
that the center wasn’t addressing 
its mission to eliminate racism and 
empower women. 


There’s no doubt, however, that 
health is a critical part of this mis- 
sion, Smith says, particularly when 
it comes to eliminating disparities 
in access to fitness. “So we decided 
to start over,” Agee says. The pro- 
gram that’s emerged is Empower 
Fit, which aims to encourage exer- 
cise across the city. 

At the new 15,000 -square-foot 
YWCA headquarters (2303 14th St. 
NW; Ywcanca.org) — which hous- 
es classrooms, computer labs and 
conference space — there are also 
dual fitness studios. Between the 
two rooms, the YWCA offers near- 
ly 30 classes each week. 

And at $6 per class (or a 10-class 
card for $50), they’re some of the 
cheapest group fitness opportuni- 
ties in the region. That’s by design. 


Agee says. When she worked at tra- 
ditional health clubs, the goal was 
always to make money. “Instead, 
we want their assessments and 
outcomes. We have the mind-set 
that profit is success, not money,” 
she says. 

That’s why she also recent- 
ly introduced an innovative pric- 
ing strategy for personal train- 
ing. “We talk to them about their 
financial situations and what they 
can pay, when they can pay,” says 
Agee, who hopes to expand the pro- 


gram this year. 

Empower Fit also extends 
beyond YWCA walls by provid- 
ing free fitness classes at several 
locations, including Mayfair Man- 
sions, a housing complex in Ward 
7. At Wheeler Terrace, a develop- 
ment in Ward 8, they’ve launched 
a youth soccer program. “When 
they saw a soccer ball, they said. 
What’s this?”’ Agee says. 

Taking exercise directly to 
these neighborhoods makes it 
easier for a segment of the popu-

The YWCA’s group fitness sched- 
ule includes classes you won’t 
typically find at area gyms, 
including Club-Style Line Danc- 
ing. But the one that’ll really 
make your jaw drop —and your 
abs hurt— is Spin Class With No 
Bikes. “The only equipment you 
need isyour body and determi- 
nation," says trainer Corey Belin, 
who developed the concept a 
year ago. He started with bicycle 
crunches, added other exercises 
with alternating leg movements 
(including mountain climbers and 
fast feet shuffles) and found his 
boot camp clients couldn’t wait 
to “ride." It’s offered Mondays and 
Wednesdays at 5 p.m.

lation that has been hit especially 
hard by the economic downturn. 
“The myth is that people are lazy 
and they have all of these oppor- 
tunities to exercise,” says Agee, 
who notes that Ward 8 has one of 
the highest unemployment rates 
in the country, which makes pay- 
ing for fitness a luxury many peo- 
ple simply can’t afford. And it 
makes the YWCA’s new approach 
to exercise seem like the right idea.

When you eat dinner 
and how you dress 
can cause chest pain 

A night of rich food and flowing 
wine sounds like a great night 
— unless you have heartburn. 
The number of people suffering 
from the condition, which causes 
uncomfortable pain beneath your 
chest, has nearly doubled in the 
past decade. If this sounds all too 
familiar, we have some tips to help 
prevent and sooth the burn. 

Coffee 

Did you know too much coffee — 
decaf or caffeinated — can cause 
heartburn? It’s not just the acidity 
that causes discomfort, says Gary W. 
Falk, M.D., and professor of medicine 
at the University of Pennsylvania. 
Researchers have found that coffee’s 



combined ingredients can lead to 
an increased production of acid in 
the stomach. While one or two cups 
per day most likely won’t cause you 
pain, a pot a day certainly can, Falk 
adds. Cut down, and most likely 
your symptoms will fade. 

Late-Night Snacks 

Heartburn can make you just 
want to hit the sack, but that can 
aggravate symptoms, says Falk. 
Why? When you’re standing, 
gravity helps keep food down, 
and as you swallow, saliva acts 
as a natural antacid, clearing 
the esophagus. “When you 
sleep, you no longer have gravity 
working with you, and you no 
longer make saliva,” says Falk. 
Tip: Avoid eating two to three 
hours before calling it a night. A 
recent study found that people 
who ate dinner six hours before 


bed had significantly less reflux 
throughout the night than people 
who ate dinner two hours before. 

A Tight Belt 

Tight belts can raise pressure 
in the abdomen, says Prediman 
Krishan Shah, M.D., director of 
cardiology at Cedars-Sinai Heart 
Institute. This can cause your 
stomach contents to push harder 
against the valve that keeps food 
in the stomach. 

Your Big Belly 

“One of the biggest risks of reflux 
is obesity,” Falk says. The more 
pounds you pack on, the more 
abdominal pressure you’ll have, 
and the easier it is for food to 
get pushed the wrong direction.

Drinking Problems

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A Serious Kick 
To the Crotch 


A new show examines 
what Life can be Like 
after prostate cancer 

Storyteller Jon Spelman’s “The Pros- 
tate Dialogues” isn’t exactly about 
having prostate cancer. The stage 
show, a work-in-development, focus- 
es on what it’s like not to have pros- 
tate cancer anymore — and why that 
isn’t quite as rosy as it sounds. 

Spelman’s diagnosis came in 
June 2009, when the Baltimore- 
based writer and actor underwent 
tests to figure out why he’d become 
so fatigued. Although the doctors 
never pinpointed the cause, they 
discovered the cancer, and Spelman 
opted for immediate surgery. When 
he woke up, he was attached to an 
enormous catheter, had no interest 
in sex with his wife and finally rec- 
ognized how much one organ could 
mean to him. 

Because of the prostate’s place- 
ment in the body, Spelman says, 
some degree of incontinence and 
erectile dysfunction is to be expect- 
ed after surgery. But before going 
under the knife, he hadn’t pre- 
pared himself for the magni- 
tude of potential problems. “Of 
course they mention [the after- 
effects], but you don’t hear it,” 
he says. “So while my cancer 
seems to be fine, I have these 
other difficulties that men 
and women don’t know any- 
thing about.” 

Spelman, 69, has found that 
three words inevitably come up 
when discussing the subject: 
“There’s prostate, which most of 
us didn’t understand before can- 
cer. Cancer, which people don’t like 
to talk about. And penis.” Although 
he’s shared personal stuff onstage 
for 30-plus years, he recognizes this 
is taboo territory. But that’s why he 
refuses to shut up. “We all go to the 
bathroom and have sex,” he says. 

Still, he’s concerned about tone. 
So he lightens the mood by recount- 


ing how Roman boys wore a bulla, 
a locket containing erect phal- 
lic objects. He tours through the 
strange treatments that have been 
used over the years for ED, includ- 
ing surgeries using a raccoon’s rib 
or monkey testicles. 

For Spelman, this experience 
has forced him to face his mortality. 
“Even if you get off as easily as I did, 
it’s a slap in the face,” he says. With 
the performance, he aims to pack 
enough of a punch that the audience 
is inspired to get medical screen- 
ings. And even start talking to each 
other.

Eternal Midnite 

From 1994 to 1999, Midnite was 
arguably the premier roots reggae 
band in D.C. it might still be, too, had 
vocalist Vaughn Benjamin and his 
bassist brother Ron (Left and right, 
respectively) not moved back to their 
native St. Croix, Virgin islands. 

Midnite made two records while 
Living here, 1997's 
“Unpolished" and 
1999's “Ras Mek 
Peace." But since 
then, the group’s 
catalog has exploded 
and now includes 
more than 40 al- 
bums. Five were released in 2011 
alone, including “Anthology," a comp 
of 14 unreleased tracks, and Novem- 
ber's well-received “King's Bell." The 
brand-new “in Awe," out this month, 
continues the pile-on. 

With so much music available, it 
might seem difficult to know where to 
dive into Midnite’s discography. The 
truth is, you can start anywhere: Mid- 
nite is crazy consistent, and “Mongst i 
& i," the single off “King’s Bell," is one 
of the Benjamin brothers' greatest 
songs. Vaughn’s sweet but textured 
vocals are propelled by Ron's slow, 
rolling bass Lines, giving Midnite an 
earthy, '70s roots reggae vibe.

As Bill Clinton pointed out just 
before being elected president in 
1992, the crime novels of Wal- 
ter Mosley are first and foremost 
crackling good stories, full of mys- 
tery, suspense and prose like good 
soul food: hearty, 
stick-to-your-ribs 
sentences with a 
spicy aftertaste. 
Their nutrient 
value is fortified 
— particular- 
ly in the case of 
the books featur- 
ing the African- 
American sleuths Ezekiel “Easy” 
Rawlins and Fearless Jones, both 
set in Los Angeles in the 1950s — by 
layers of insight into race relations 
at a time when a black detective’s 
life was never in so much danger 
as when he stepped into a bar full 
of white people. 

Then there’s the case of another, 
rather different Mosley character, 
Leonid McGill. Like Easy and Fear- 
less, Leonid is black. Unlike them, he 
lives in New York and, more impor- 
tant, in the present. While Easy and 
Fearless struggle with the racial pol- 
itics of their time and place, Leonid, 
an ex-criminal working as a private 
investigator, is relatively free of that 
burden. If he has a cross to bear, it 
has more to do with his being short 


than his race. 

“Leonid lives in the 21st centu- 
ry, and in the 21st century, things 
are different,” says Mosley, whose 
fourth McGill novel, “All I Did Was 
Shoot My Man” ($26.95, Riverhead 
Books), is out Tuesday. “It’s a new 
world. There’s an awareness of race 


now, but there’s not the overpower- 
ing dominance of race that you had 
in the 20th century.” 

Leonid, then, is Mosley’s first 
“post-black” hero, a black man 
whose race is far down the list of 
things that define him. 

And although he’s a man of the 


21st century, Leonid is also some- 
thing of a throwback to the hard- 
boiled tradition of Dashiell Ham- 
mett and Raymond Chandler. 
“Maybe Leonid is a throwback in 
literature, but I’m not sure he is in 
the culture,” Mosley says. “I’m not 
sure he doesn’t exist, which is a 
good thing, because maybe we’re 
in need of that kind of hero today.”

There’s a new station 
in the D.C. area ready 
to chaLLenge WTOP’s 
dominance on the dial 


Radio 

Radio station WNEW made its local 
debut Sunday afternoon, bringing 
news, weather and traffic reports to 
Washington’s airwaves and a ques- 
tion to mind: Can a second station 
broadcasting news, weather and 
traffic make it in the region? 

The station, owned by media 
goliath CBS, is entering what its 
managers acknowledge is one of 
the most news-clotted markets in 
the country. They also recognize 
that they’re up against the all-news 
equivalent of an aircraft carrier — 
mighty WTOP, which dominates the 
local radio dial so thoroughly that it 
attracts more than three times the 
advertising revenue of any other 
station in Washington. 

Nevertheless, WNEW (99.1 EM) 
is betting that it can be scrappier, 
livelier and just plain newsier than 
its primary competitor. 

Its first broadcast from its new 
studio, a former office-machines 
sales office just outside the Beltway 
in Prince George’s County, sound- 
ed much like WTOP. There were 
brief reports about the death of for- 


mer Penn State football coach Joe 
Paterno; an apartment fire in Lau- 
rel, Md.; and Newt Gingrich’s win 
in the South Carolina Republican 
primary. As on WTOP, there were 
also weather and traffic updates at 
regular intervals. Even the adver- 
tisers were similar. 


The new station went on the air 
with just 39 people in its newsroom, 
about one-third as many as WTOP. 
Robert Sanchez, WNEW’S program 
director, acknowledges that his staff 
of eight field reporters “is not a lot 
of boots on the ground” to cover the 
region. But with weather updates 


every four minutes, traffic reports 
every 10, business and sports twice 
hourly, plus 17 minutes an hour of 
commercials, there’s only so much 
time left over for actual news. 

“The idea is, you punch the 
button and you’ll find out what’s 
happening now” Sanchez says. 
“You don’t always get that on 
WTOP. I hear a lot of process on 
WTOP — national-security sto- 
ries, political minutiae. They can 
sound like a very glossy maga- 
zine. That’s great, but when some- 
thing is happening, you don’t pick 
up a magazine to find out about it.”

He’s hoping there will be a fair 
number of theaters equipped to han- 
dle the faster film speeds by Decem- 
ber, when “The Hobbit: An Unex-
